CALIFORNIA OFFICES. 


Conflict* Between Hennt and r*lr. 


WASHIHGTON, April 27.—Senator Fair 


and Senator Hearst nearly every da; 
iave a political collision. While Fair 
was the only Democratic Senator from 
tbe Pacific Coast, he made a great many 
recommendations for office. Hearst now 
finds that Fair has recommended m»n 
for office to whom he is opposed. 
For 


instance, Fair is backing Tolly for the 
Postoffice at San Francisco, while Hearst 
is for Greatiouse. 
Fair is pushing 


Glaiscook for United States District At- 
torney. Fair is for Captain Haokett for 
United States Supervising Inspector of 
Hulls at San Francisco, while Hearst is 
for Wright. Tuns the two Senators con- 
flict through the entire list of applicants 
for the offices yet to be filled. Hearst 
wants Fair to get over into his own 
State and let California alone, bnt Fair 
is not inclined to do this. 


It has been said that Pair would op- 


pose the confirmation of Tmmn. Hen- 
ley says that Senator Vest, who is on 
the Committee on Commerce, which has 
Tinnm's nomination in ebarge, informed 
him that Fair had made charges against 
Tmmn. State Senator Jere Lynch had 
a conversation with Senator Fair to day 
in regard to the matter. Fair told Lynch 
that he woud do nothing to defeat Tin- 
nm's confirmation. He said that he 
had been opposed to Tmmn's appoint- 
ment, but as the President had selected 
Tmmn be should raise 110 obstacle to 
his confirmation.
